In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of ah interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

1. Applicants argue that prior art does not apply to the claims because the prior art uses hGHRH to treat general HIV 
patients, while the instant invention is specifically directed to HADDS patients. Applicants assert that the art does not 
teach treating HADDS. Applicants will file a declaration to clarify the point. 
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2. Applicants assert that the instant method is applicable to non-HIV related diseases as discussed in p. 22 of SPEC, 
such as the patients with metabolic syndrome X. 

3. In response to 112 1st written description rejections over the terms of "a functional derivative, fragment, variant, 
analog", Applicants point out that there are relative large numbers of known and well characterized hGRH variants, 
analog derivatives available in the art. Applicants are willing to incorporate relevant reference to specify those known 
hGRH variants, analogs, and derivatives. Applicants also are willing to amend the claims by addition of specific hGRH 
variants, analogs, and derivatives defined in the SPEC. 
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
